Channel 9 Auction 
Two Openings 
Clock Tower Has Told Time Since 7 887 


Items To Be On 
Display May 15 
Remain For 
European Trip

The hands of time are never 
stilled, but the hands on the 
clock atop the Cone and Kimball 
tower in Red Bluff, California 
would have a long and in­ 
teresting story to tell. 
In 
November 
of 
1969, 
California’s Bicentennial, the 
200th anniversary of the original 
settlements in California, the 82- 
year-old hands had to be 
replaced by new ones which 
were made especially for the 
building 
by 
Diamond 
In­ 
ternational Corporation in Red 
Bluff. 
The hands which were taken 
down have watched over the 
growing community since 1887 
when the Cone and Kimball 
building on the southwest corner 
of Walnut and Main Streets was 
completed. 
The Diamond International 
Corporation traces its begin­ 
nings in the Red Bluff area back 
to 1873 when Powell’s Belle Mill 
began operation as a part of the 
C. F. Ellsworth Company. 
Several lumber companies 
combined in the 1870’s to 
become the Sierra Lumber 
Company. In 1907 this became 
the Diamond Match Company 
The huge stands of timber in the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains were 
slowly dim inshed by the loggers 
using hand saws, horses and 
some locomotive equipment. 
The flumes owned by many of 
the logging outfits were wood 
structures elevated above the 
ground, filled with water and 
were used to send the logs from 
the mountains down to the 
lumber yards in the valley 
towns. Many times the flumes 
were employed to send sick men 
down for immediate medical 
care. Often the companies had 
rules that no one could ride the 
flumes except in emergencies or 


with special permission, but 
some families used them as 
speedy but dangerous means of 
transportation. 
As logging was continuing in 
the’ mountains, Red Bluff was 
growing into a thriving little 
settlem ent. 
Gorham 
Gates 
Kimball, a seventh generation 
son from Massachusetts, born in 
1838, arrived in Red Bluff in 1880 
as a clerk on a steamer plying 
the Sacramento River. He left 
the river to try his luck in real 
estate and sheep raising. After 
acquiring a fortune and ex­ 
tensive land holdings, in 1875 
Kimball w ant into a partnership 
with L. S. Welton in his mer­ 
cantile store. 
Joseph Spencer Cone, born 
near Marietta, Ohio, in 1822, 
arrived in Tehama County in 
1857 after many successful 
ventures in freighting, mining, 
Indian trading and lumbering. 
He bought a ranch on Alder 
Creek which he sold in 1868 to 
purchase the 14,000-acre Rancho 
Rio de los Berrendos, southeast 
of Red Bluff. In 1876 Cone 
replaced Welton in the mer­ 
cantile store and the firm of 
Cone and Kimball was born. 
The contents of the first Cone 
and Kimball store at 714 Main 
Street were destroyed in a 
disastrous fire on Aug. 1, 1880 
even though the building itself 
withstood the blaze. Plans for 
the present building were drawn 
up in 1885 by Sacramento ar­ 
chitect A. A. Cook. Work on the 
two-story brick building, 100 feet 
along Main Street by 115 feet 
along Walnut Street with a tower 
100 feet high, began that fall. It 
was completed July 1, 1886, in 
spite of heavy winter rains. The 
building and the land coat

On the ground floor were the 
main office, mercantile store

and other stores. On the second 
story were more than two dozen 
rooms that were used as offices 
and 
apartments. 
The 
fascinating round room under 
the tower was always used as a 
dental office. This room was the 
last to be occupied before the 
upstairs was vacated in 1931. 
The tower itself housed four 
clocks and a bell. One clock 
faced each of the directions of 
the compass. They were run by 
weights and their hands were 
made of strong sugar pine. The 
bell which tolled the hours had a 
solid, clear tone and could be 
heard for miles around A tied 
Bluff newspaper, the “ Sen­ 
tinel,’' of Wednesday, July 21, 
1886, noted, “The new bell in the 
Cone and Kimball’s building 
sounded the hour of six last 
evening." The clocks continued 
to mark the passage of time and 
the bell marked the hours for 
some years. The mechanism 
sometimes broke, and it was 
difficult to find anyone to repair 
It. Sometime before 1916. the 
tolling of the bell ceased 
“ permanently'' because of 
complaints by the residents of 
the Tremont Hotel next door 
The bell, they said, disturbed 


their t/aep. 
In 1936, Elmer Zuckweiler 
came to Red Bluff and bought 
the mercantile business in the 
Cone and Kimball building from 
Kimball’s niece, Miss Annie G. 
King. At that time, Zuckweiler 
had only a portion of the 
downstairs, but by 1961 he had 
acquired the whole lower floor. 
In 1946 A1 Gaumer purchased 
the building and is the present 
owner. During May of the same 
year, Jack Crosby, a war 
veteran, came to Red Bluff and 
opened a Jewelry business. 
Before coming to the town he 
had never seen a tower dock, 
but he soon became interested in 
the no-longer-functioning time 
pieces atop the tower of the Cone 
and Kimball building. Crosby 
felt that the docks should be 
started once again and in­ 
troduced the dock maintenance 
as a project to the Liona Club in 
1948 Crosby took care of making 
the necessary parts for the dock 
mechanism using the lathe in an 
old brewery which used to be 
north of town. Soon the dock 
was working again, but the bell 
remained silent. 
Before 1961. the dock wofks 
had been of the pendulum type. 


but that year it was made 
electric. 
The 
pendulum 
mechanism was run by 300- 
pound weights. To crank these 
weights back up into position 
someone had to climb into the 
tower once a week to wind them 
by hand. 
In 1966 the Tremont Hotel was 
razed and steps were taken to 
start the bell striking the hours 
again. That same year the bell’s 
somber but sweet tones could 
once again be heard in and 
around the community. 


Also in 1965, Zuckweiler 
promoted the idea of lighting the 
tower from across the street. 
Every night the tower is lighted 
(courtesy of Zuckweiler) so that 
it can be seen, brilliantly white 
against the sky, throughout the 
town and even by passing 
motorists on the freeway. 
Recently, one of the hands on 
the clock tower was partly 
blown off in the wind, and the 
other hands had become quite 
decayed. Zuckweiler talked to 
M. E. “ Bud” Jones, Vice 


President of Diamond In­ 
ternational Corporation in Red 
Bluff, and asked if Diamond 
could fashion four sets of new 
hands for the clocks. Jones 
responded enthusiastically and 
said he would do it as often as it 
was necessary, which probably 
won’t be very often. The new 
hands were carved individually 
in the same pattern as the old 
ones by Richard Thurman with 
the help of George Vogler and 
crew. Made out of sturdy sugar 
pine, the hands have been 
painted and treated with a wood 
preservative. 
In November of 1989, the new 
hands were installed by Eugene 
Moller and the rest of the fire 
department under Crosby’s 
supervision. Once again Red 
Bluff’s landmark clocks are 
working, with the help of a small 
motor no larger than those 
which run small electric house 
clocks. The bell in the tower 
once more strikes the hours of 
the day and night. The tower 
itself has been reinforced by 
steel bars. Cone and Kimball’s 
building and its white ginger­ 
bread tower with the four clocks 
and tolling bell will long be a 
part of Victorian Red Bluff.

The fate of the immediate future of the Tehama-Colusa Canal is 
to be argued Monday and Tuesday before the House and Senate 
Public Works Appropriation Committees. It’s an argument that 
seems uncalled for. There appears no valid reason why such a 
benefit-promising undertaking should be permitted to lie un­ 
finished and profitless while costs keep going up and the need for it 
increases. 


Of course, the difficulty is financial. That is not a hard thing to 
understand. But to stop far short of completion on a project which 
will provide great benefit when it is finished, but very little until at 
least the first unit is done, is certainly unwise. A partly completed 
canal is not the same as a partly completed highway, for instance. 
The finished sections of the highway can be used 


The long-planned canal is in danger of being held up, ap­ 
parently, because a feasibility study which seeks to balance costs 
against projected benefits, each year indicates higher cost in 
comparison to the benefits But, as explained by the Bureau of 
Reclamation’s West Sacramento Valley Branch chief at a meeting 
of the Superior California Water Association in Red Bluff Wed­ 
nesday night, that is thrown out of joint by a time lag in information 
on probable agricultural benefits. 


Moreover, however much the formula may be off, it doesn’t 
make sense to stop part way. It's quite certain that there will be 
increasing need for the canal in the future, and it’s very doubtful if 
total costs will be less in years to come. Surely, nobody plans on 
abandoning it altogether, with millions already spent.

WASHINGTON - The New 
York Times charged this week 
that "a top official at the White 
House” had asked reporters 
“not to embarrass the govern­ 
ment by printing the details” of 
weekend U. S. air raids over 
North Vietnam. 
The allegation was made by 
James Reston, the distinguished 
Times columnist, in a story that 
likened the “anti-Communist, 
a nt i -i n te ll ec tu al , 
a n t i ­ 
university, anti-newspaper” 
atmosphere in Washington to 
the days of the late Senator 
Joseph McCarthy. 
The charge is particularly 
serious in view of the Nixon 
administration’s 
avowed 
determination to avoid the 
“credibility gap” which plagued 
the Johnson administration on 
the Vietnam issue. 
Contacted by this column, 
Reston refused to name the 
White House official who had 
tried to manage the news. “You 
may ask,” said Reston, “but I’m 
not going to tell you.” 
He insisted, however, that the 
incident 
had 
made 
him 
“damned mad” and that he had 
put through an angry call to the 
White House aide responsible 
¿or the attempted suppression.. 
Max Frankel, chief of the 
Times' Washington bureau, also 
refused to talk about the in­ 
cident. "I just don’t want to 
discuss it,” he said. 
Nevertheless, this column has 
learned that the official was 
Henry Kissinger, President 
Nixon’s top foreign policy ad­ 
visor, who talked to Frankel 
about the air raids. 
Kissinger said it was “ab­ 
solutely untrue” that he has 
asked the Times not to print the 
details of the raids to spare the 
government 
embarrassment. 
He gave this account of his 
conversations with Frankel and 
Reston: 
Frankel called Kissinger 
several times after Hanoi an­ 
nounced that American planes 
had bombed parts of North 
Vietnam. Frankel said he had 
the story on good authority but 
wanted to know how many U. S. 
planes were involved. 
“I said I didn't want to get into 
numbers,’* Kissinger recalled 
He also mentioned national 
security. 
Frankel shot back . "Then you 
don't enjoy it.”

SOVIET PILOTS 
NO SECRET 
Despite the show of alarm in 
Washington over Egypt’s use of 
Soviet pilots, this wasn’t news to 
U. S. intelligence. For several 
months, pilots flying planea with 
Egyptian markings have been 
overheard talking in Russian 
with air control officers in Cairo. 
The Soviet pilota have become 
more aggressive, however, 
since Soviet officers have loat 
their lives in Israeli air raids. At 
least three Russian military 
advisers are known to have been 
killed, for example, in the 
Israeli raids on the Tel al Kabir 
military complex west of the 
Suet Canal.

FISH 


TALES 


One of the saddest examples of the activities of man can be 


demonstrated by what happened this week in an orchard in the Los 
Robles area. It seems that Dan Micke was irrigating the orchard on 
Saturday when he noticed fish splashing in the water that was 
coming from the concrete distribution. Sure enough literally 
hundreds of fish were coming out the pipe. Large spent steelhead 
and hundreds of young fry trout all the way from 6 inches up to 24 
inches, were strewn out into the orchard. It is 'difficult to visualize 
this happening on so many frequent occasions when irrigations 
take place. It shiver's my timbers just to think of it let alone see it 
but see it I did. 


As you can see from the photo submitted herewith, I witnessed 


many young rainbow trout, some young fry steelhead, all from 
Antelope Creek dying in the muddy orchard. Mr. Micke stated that 
it was a shame this had to happen. He reports that the fish came 
from an unscreened diversion canal from Antelope Creek. They 
then came through the large concrete type irrigation system into 
the orchard valve. Micke reports on the 3rd when they started 
irrigating, they recovered about 50 to 100 fish. He saved about the 
same number the next day with still hundreds left in the orchard to 
die and go to waste. 


This condition was reported to the Department of Fish and 


Game. A later check revealed that work is now under way to screen 
the canal diversion which is located several miles east of highway 
99E off Cone Grove Road. We were also advised by sources that 
even sandbags have been placed on this diversion dam to prevent 
spillage of water into Antelope and secure more water for 
irrigation. Now that's just dandy... It makes us wonder just what 
practical lesson can be taught us in such an instance as this. We 
also wonder many times really how many fish are lost this way. 
Many ranchers know but usually it's too bad, too sad, and too much 
trouble to report it. It's funny to note that we would drive a hundred 
miles to catch a trout but don't seem to budge an inch to save one. 


The approaching summer seems early this year. As you noted 


most of the streams are clear and much lower than usual. North 
Battle is the clearest I've seen it in years. There are fantastic fly 
hatches both May and Caddis on the 2,000 foot level now. So should 
the salmon flies also hatch now even higher up. 


Most of the regular hot spots like Davis, Box Canyon, were 


mentioned by Jim Martin m Outdoor Life. Also in the same issue we 
note an Ant pattern fly that should be well-worth recording. Keyed 
to this area. Among these taking limits on opening weekend. . oh, 
there were quite-a few anyway. Also quite a few taking over and 
under limits. Among those meat hogs in the over category, all we 
can say is that we are happy now you have filled your freezer and 
your neighbors. Now maybe that will hold you over for the summer 
or at least until Pete Becas gets his long arm of the law on you. It 
made me sick to think there were still those who consider their day 
incomplete unless they kill one pint of whiskey and fill a tin tub or 
Kunnysack full of unwary trout. Ray Thomas reported to me that he 
observed such unsportsman like conduct at McCumber Lake 
opening day. Look fella, if you have to take 30 or 40 trout, do it in 
private out of the view of others so you won't make us sick. 


The spirit ot trout flatting is reaiiy with us. Beautiful waters and 


scenery. How great it was to take that first trout Tuesday. Even 
though he was only a 10-inch brown and I got very soaked. I paid 
$55 for a pair of waders and so help me they still leak in that hole 
they left in the top. . . 


Coming right up on us is the 1970 Shad season. They are star- 


ting in already in the Yuba River now. Lots of Shad can be taken in 
the Shanghi Bend and Boyd's pump areas on the Feather also. By 
this weekend they will show east of Girdley on the Vance Avenue 
popcorn riffles. They shouldn't show here for another 3 weeks but I 
hope I could be wrong there... 


I think I'll try the south fishing hole soon. . . a great place to 


toss a fly.
